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Employees Subscribe $157,850 
to Third Victory Loan 


\ANADA’S Third Victory Loan 
C received strong support from em- 
ployees of the British Columbia 
Telephone Company and _ associated 
companies in British Columbia, accord- 
ing to the report on the recent cam- 
paign by C. W. Halford, chairman of 
the Telephone Employees’ War Savings 
Committee. 

Employees subscribed $157,850 for 
Victory Bonds and War Savings Cer- 
tificates. The percentage of the staff 
participating was 95 per cent. 

For the Third Victory Loan, 217 
cash applications for bonds, totalling 
$43,150, were received, while 642 signed 
to buy bonds, totalling $41,200, under 
the -Payroll Savings Plan. The total 
subscription for bonds was $84,350. 
The amount involved in pledges for 
War Savings Certificates, covering a 
six-month period of payroll deductions, 
was $73,500. 

A comparison of the results obtained 
by various groups in the system, during 
the Third and Second Victory Loan 
drives, on the basis“of percentage of 
quota attained, is presented herewith.

actual reporting per- 
sonnel. 

An aircraft is sighted, 
for example, by an ob- 
server at Jordan River. 
Carefully noting the 
characteristics of the 
aircraft—single engine, 
biplane, ete., its direc- 
tion of flight, altitude, 
and the time he observes 
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it, and writing these down on a form 
supplied him, he lifts his phone and 
says, “Aircraft Detection Corps.” 
These words are a signal to the op- 
erator that “emergency priority” is to 
be given and lines are to be cleared if 
necessary so that the call may be 
expeditiously routed to the “filter” 
boards located in Victoria and Prince 
Rupert. The observer then gives his 
observation post number which identi- 
fies his location, and proceeds to give 
his report to the filter board plotters. 


At the filter board, a “raid block’’ is 
placed on the large scale table-map at 
the point from which this report origin- 
ated. On this raid block are particulars 
of the number of aircraft reported, 
their height and description. As further 
observer reports come in, a series of 
arrows track its flight by symbol across 
the map. While all this is going on, an 
identification officer is determining 
whether the aircraft is hostile or 
friendly. He has before him up-to-the- 
minute detail on all service and com- 
mercial aircraft in the air, and identifi- 
cation is therefore a matter of climina- 
tion. Should the aircraft be determined 
as hostile, information is given by ob- 
serving personnel or “tellers” to the 
fighter contro] board, and from this in- 
formation, fighter interception action is 
planned. Liaison officers from Navy 
and Army tell their operations person- 
nel, and A.R.P. are advised. Thus the 
whole mechanism of active and passive 
defence is brought into action. 


From the foregoing can be seen the 
vital part played by the Aircraft Detec- 
tion Corps in the gencral defence plan. 
Day after day, night after night, winter 
and summer, these people stand guard 
—are the “eyes” and “ears” of the 
defence forces. 


Their enthusiasm and patriotism is 
boundless; their only remuneration is 
the satisfaction of a job well done, and 


of assisting in the defence of their 
country. 


There are over 800 of these observers 
in Western Canada Coastal area: chief 
observers supervise observers within 
their locality and set up schedules which 
will insure the skies being observed, on 
a “watch” basis over each 24 hours. 
Regional directors and their associates 
cover a larger area in which may be 
located several chief observer areas, and 
are direct liaison personnel on all Air- 
craft Detection Corps matters with 
headquarters. Technical advisers are 
experts in technical lines who have 
given valuable assistance and advice 
in the development of the corps. 

The active constructive co-operation 
of the entire B. C. Telephone organiza- 
tion has been of great value in the 
development of the corps, and as inten- 
sification of activity proceeds, the use 
of telephone facilities throughout the 
province will be increasingly called 
upon. It is satisfying to know that an 
efficient, capable organization such as 
the B. C. Telephone Company, is giving 
full co-operation in this vital service.

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Our Credit Unions Gave Support 
to the Victory Loan 


By Leo Morris and Les Kine 


AN-TEL and Victel, the Credit 

Unions operated in Vancouver and 

Victoria by employees of the Brit- 
ish Columbia Telephone Company, are 
justifiably proud of their efforts in the 
Third Victory Loan Drive. Van-Tel 
purchased outright $1200 worth of Vic- 
tory Bonds, while Victel invested $300. 
Both credit unions also made loans to 
their members for the purpose of pur- 
chasing Victory Bonds, Victel alone 
lending $3300. 

The membership of Van-Tel is now 
465, while Victel has an enrolment of 
147. 

It is the intention of this article to 
point out a few of the advantages of 
becoming a member of one of these 
Credit Unions. 

You can by regular deposits build up 
for yourself a substantial savings 
account. This should be a very impor- 
tant factor to consider in meeting post 
war conditions. A favorable dividend 
rate is paid on all savings, the rate 
being set by the members themselves at 
the annual meeting. Your savings re- 
main within the circle of your fellow 
members and are loaned to members as 
the circumstances require. 

While it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment and the spirit of credit unions 
to discourage unnecessary purchases of 
non-essentials in order to free man- 
power and materials for war purposes, 
almost all members at one time or 
another require extra money for pur- 
poses unforeseen. Among these are 
taxes, insurance, doctor or dentist bills, 
hospital bills, legal fees, necessary re- 
pairs to the home, education for your 
children, and consolidation of debts, 


payments on which are now too heavy 
for your present income. 

You can obtain a loan from your 
Credit Union for any of these purposes, 
and in the case of consolidating debts 
you can frequently save money by hqui- 
dating these accounts for cash. You 
can then repay the loan to your Credit 
Union in smaller monthly payments 
than the total you were paying on the 
separate accounts, thus leaving you 
more surplus capital. The interest 
charged by Van-Tel Credit is one per 
eent per month on the outstanding 
balance on loans up to $300 and three- 
quarters of one per cent per month on 
the unpaid balance on loans over $300. 
One per cent per month is half the 
amount charged by regular finance com- 
panies. 

All loans are insured, a feature not 
usually offered by finance companies. In 
the event of the death of the borrower 
before the loan is fully repaid, the 
amount outstanding is paid by the in- 
surance society, leaving the estate or 
dependents free from any further obli- 
gation. Savings are also insured. At 
the death of a member, an amount equal 
to and in addition to the savings of a 
member is paid to the estate. This free 
insurance 1s paid on any amount up to 
$1,000 if deposited before the age of 55, 
amounts deposited between 55 and 60 
receive 75 per cent in addition to the 
savings, between 60 and 65 years 50 
per cent and between 65 and 70 years 
25 per cent. (Those retiring from the 
company on pension may continue mem- 
bership in the Credit Union.) This in- 
surance of savings and loans is at no 
cost to the member, the premiums are

paid out of carnings of the Credit 
Union. This is a very important feature 
and found in no other savings or loan 
system except at a cost to the borrower. 

Here’s what one shrewd member did: 
Having paid up insurance policies for 
$1,000 which had a cash surrender 
value of about $800, the cash surrender 
was taken and deposited with the credit 
union. This automatically gives his 
dependant $1600 in case of death, be- 
sides giving the member the privilege of 
borrowing up to this amount without 
any further security. Any amount bor- 
rowed is covered by insurance thus leav- 
ing the $1600 always intact for the 
dependent. — 

The Van-Tel Credit Union is now 
financing mortgages on real estate sub- 
ject to the money being available over 
that required for regular loans. The 
credit committee and directors have 
approved three mortgages totalling 
$8,000 and several more applications 
are pending. 

There are many more interesting 


ways you can practise real thrift and 
economy by doing all your financing 
business the Credit Union way. The 
managers of the Van-Tel or Victel 
Credit Unions will be pleased to give 
you more information or assistance at 
any time. Membership is open to any 
employee of the B. C. Telephone Com- 
any, male or female, and all that is re- 
quired is the effort to save small 
amounts as regularly as possible.
